to the organized democracy, but be- 
cause the disruption of the party means 
the eventual if not the immediate suc- 
ces of the republicans. The leaders 
of that organization were never more 
active and their purposes never more 
dangerous. It may be that the more 
blindly obstinate of the independents 
will pretend that their course is involv- 
ing the state in no danger, but if 
prompt and speedy measures are not 
taken to counteract and checkmate the 
influences now at work, at least two 
cougressional districts will be repre~ 
sented by republicans.
